" The act of the laté session of Con 


gress “ concefning the commercial inter- 
course between the U. States and G. 
Britain and France and their dependen+ 
cies” having invited in a new form, a 
termination of their edicts against our 
heutral commerce, copies of the act were 
immediately forwarded to our ministers 
at London and Paris ; with a view that 
its object might be within. the early at- 
tention of the French and British govern- 
ments. é P 

By the communication — received 
through our minister at Paris, it appear 
ed that a knowledge of the act by the 
French Government, was followed by a 
declaration that the Berlin and Milan 
Decrees were tevoked, and would cease 
to have effect on the first day of Novem- 
. ber ensuing. These being the only 
’ known edicts of France, within the de- 
scription of the act, and the revocation 
of them being such that they ceased, at 
that date, to violate our neutral coin- 
merce ; the fact, as prescribed by 
law, announced by a proclamation bear- 
ing date the 2d day of November. 

it would have well accorded with the 
conciliatory views, indicated by this 
procecdiag on the part of France, to 
have extended them to all the grounds 
of just complaint; which now remain 
unadjusted with the United States. It 
was particularly anticipated that as fur- 
ther evidence of just dispositions to- 
wards them, restoration would have been 
immediately made of the property of our 
citizens seized under a miszppiication 
of the principles of reprisals, combined 
with a misconstruction of a law of the {'. 
States. This expectation has not been 
fulfilled 

From the British Government no 
communication on the subjéct of the act 
has been received. To a communica- 
tion from our minister at London of the 
revocation, by the French Government, 
of its Berlin and Milan Decrees, it was 
answered that the British system would 
be relinquished as soon as the repewi of 
the French Decrees should have actuai- 
ly taken effect, and the commerce of 
neutral nations heve been restored to 
the conditions in which it stood previ- 
ously to the promulgation of tnose de- 
crees. This pledge, although it does 
not necessarily import, does not exciuce 
the intention of relinquishiag, along with 
the Orders in Council, the practice of 
those novel blockades which have alike 
effect of interrupting our neutral com- 
merce. And this further justice to the 
United States is the rather to be looked 
for, inasmuch as the blockades in ques- 
tion, being not more contrary to the es- 
tablished law of nations, than inconsts- 
tent with the rules of blockade fermerly 
recognized by G. Britain herself, could 
have no alledged basis, other than the 
plea. of retaliation alledged as the basts 
ofthe orders in Council. Under the 
modification of ‘the original orders of 
Nov. 1807, into the orders of-April 1809, 
there is indced scarcely a nominal dis- 
tinction between the orders and the 
blockades. One of those illegitimate 
blockades, bearing date in May 1806, 
having been expressly avowed to be 
still unrescinded, and to be in effect, 
eomprehended in the orders ia council, 
was too distinctly brought within the 
purview of the act of Congress, not to be 
comprehended in the expianation of the 
requisites to a compliance with it. The 
British Government was accordingly ap- 
prized by our minister near it, that such 
was the jight in which the subject was 
to be regarded. 

On the other important subjects de- 
pending between the U. States and that 
Government, no progress has been made, 
from which an early satisfactory result 
can be relied on. 

In this new posture of our relations with 
those powers, the considcration of Con- 
gress will be properly turned to a re- 
moval of doubts which may occur in the 
exposition, and of difficulties in the exe- 
eution of the act above citcd. 

The commerce of the United States 
with the North of Europe, heretofore 
much vexed by licentious cruisers, par- 
Eeulany under the Danish flag, has lat- 
#:rly been vis'sd with fresh and exten- 
sive depredations. The measures pur- 
sued in behalf of our injured citizens not 
having obtained justice for them, a fur- 
ther and more formal i -terposition with 
the Danish government is cotemplated. 
The principles which have been main- 
tuined by that government in relation to 
neutral ecommerce, and the friendly pro- 
fessions of his Danish Majesty towards 
the United States, are valuable pledges, 
in favor of a successful issue. 

Among the events growing out of the 
state of the Spanish Monarchy, our atten- 
tion was imperiously attracted to the 
change developing itself in that portion 
of West Fiorida which, though of right 
appertaining te the United S:ates, had 
remained in the possession of Spain ; a- 
waiting the result of negociations for its 
actual deitverg to them.

The receipt into the Treasury during 
the year ending on the 30th of Septem- 
ber last (and amounting to more than 
eight millions and-a half of dollars) have 
exceeded the current expences of the 
Government, including the interest on 
the public debt.

To defray any reasonable expenditures which 
May necessarily attend the execution of these in- 
structions, (he President authorises you, having 
due regard to economy, to draw for a sum not 
exceeding in any event 20,000 dollars. 

From the confidence which the President jast- 
ly has in your judgment and discretion he is per- 
suaded that in the execution of this trust, as.del- 
icate as it is important, your deportment will be 
temperate and conciliatory. . Such a line of con- 
duct towards the inhabitants is prescribed as 
well by policy as by justice. 

You will, it is expected, be fully sensible of 
the necessity, not only of communicating every 
important event that may eccur in the progress 
of this business, but of transmitting a letter, 
whatever may be its contents, by every mail to 
this city. —

A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas the Territory South and Eastward of 
the river Mississippi, and extending to the river 
Perdido, of which possession was not delivered 
to the U States in pursuance of the treaty con- 
cluded at Parison the 30th of April, 1803, has 
at all times, as is well known, been considered 
and claimed by them, as being with.n the colony 
of Louisiana conveyed by the said treaty in the 
same extent that it had in the hands of Spain, 
and that it had wher France originally posses- 
sed it. 


And whereas the acquiesce 
in the temporary continuance of t 


ry under «he Spanish authority was not the re- 
sult of any distrust of their title, as has been 
articularly evinced by the general tenor of their 
aws, and by the distinciion made in the applica- 
tion of those laws between that Territory and 
foreign countries; but was occasioned by their 
concilliatory views, and by a confidenge in the 
justice of their cause: and in the success of can- 
did discussio: and amicable negociation with a 
just and friendly power. 1 
And whereas a satisfactory adjustment, too 
long delayed, without the fault of the U. States, 
has for some time been entirely suspended by e- 
vents over which they had no control; and 
whereas a crisis has at length arrived subversive 
of the order of things under the Spanisb authori- 
ties, whereby a failure of the United States to 
take the said territory into its possession may 
lead to events ultimately coatravening the views 
of both parties, whilst in the mean time the tran- 
quility and security of our adjoining territories 
are endangered, and new facilities given to vio- 
lations of our revenue and commercial laws, and 
of those prohibiting the introduction of slaves : 
Considering moreover, that under these pecu-’ 
liar and imperative circumstances, a forbearance 
on the part of the U. States to occupy the terri- _ 
tory in question, and thereby guard against the 
confusions and contingencies which threaten it, 
migitt be construed into a dereliction of their ti- 
tie, or an insensibility to the importance of the 
stake : considering that in the hands of the Uni- 
ted States it will not cease to be a subject of fair 
and friendly negociation and adjustment ; c n- 
sidering finaliy that the acts of Congress though 
contemplating a present possession by a foreign 
authority, have contemplated also an eventual 
possession of the said territory by the U. States, 
as in that case to 
extend in their operation to the same ; Now be 
it known, that I, JAMES MADISON, President 
of the United States of America, in pursuance of 
these weighty and urgent considerations, have 


deemed it right and requisite, that possession 


should be taken of the said territory, inthe name 
and behaii of the U. States. William C.C. Clai- 
borne, Governor, of the Orleans Territory of 
which the said territory is to ‘be taken as paft, 
will accordingly proceed toexecute: the same: 
and to exercise over the said territory, the au- 
thorities and functions legally appertaining to his 
office And the good people inhabiting the same, 
are invited and enjoined to pay due respect to 
him in that character; to be obedient to the 
laws; to maintain order; to cherish harmony ; 
and in every manner to conduct themselves as 
peaceable citizens, under full assurance, tha: 
they will be prensa aoe enjoyment of their 
i roperty and religion.
